Henry H. Helmann, exccullvc manairer or 
the National Association of Credit Men. 
charges Ilatly that the new tax bill now ue- 
lorc congress Is a red!strlbutlon-ot-weaiin 
measure. 

He does not say that II Is Intended to bu 
such. He volunteers no opinion as to motive. 
_ Ho.merely points out Its effect. And his in- 
terpretation l3 supported by studies inntie 
by the Chamber of Commerce of the United 
Slates, -whiclri appear to show that already 
the tax structure has achieved Indirectly 
and covertly what congress Indignantly re- 
fused to do openly at President Booscvoit's 
request: It has placed a lcs.s-than-S25,000 
celling upon Indlvludal incomes. 

The tax structure, says the chamber, per- 
mits a slowly rising net Income after taxes 
until, at $100,000 of gross income, the indi- 
vidual Is permitted to retain $23,400. 

At that point the net Income remaining 
after taxes begins to deereasc again until the 
"fortunate" recipient of an annual Income of 
55.000,000 actually has to pay 55,045,150 In 
taxes 1 

The proposed bill continues all the vlclou.'? 
practices of the existing system, and adds to 
their burden. Says Mr. Helmann: 

"(It) continues to place most of the bur- 
- 'den on the middle class, largely liquidates In- 
centive lor business through an added cor-' 
porate tax and avoids all reference to a gen- 
eral sales tax. 

"Those who argue for a redistribution of 
wealth will Ilnd such a plan much to their 
tlking. There Is still plenty of wealth In the 
nation, but Its icilisttlbuUon Is being speedily 
accomplished In a thousand and one invis- 
ible, indefensible and insidious ways. 

"If we want to stop that, tiien 'let us at 
least try to insist that those who favor re- 
distribution shall extend It to include an 
equitable redistribution ot the tax load of 
the American people. Here is something that 
needs a Just and equitable redistribution, but 
the new tax bill accomplishes nothing of the 
sort," 

The Chamber of Commerce and Mr. Hel- 
mann flre, of course, special pleaders. They 
plead for retention ol the capitalist system, 
for preservation of the profit motive, for the 
right of a man or a woman to be rewarded 
for energy. Initiative, Imagination, daring, 
the character to save and the courttge to in- 
vest. Tliey fltrllce a reaponElve chorfl.
